Annual Report of the 
Department of Public Printing and Stationery 


INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Public Printing and Stationery was established in 1886 

to provide printing and publishing services which would meet the public right 
to be informed of the activities of its government. It publishes each year, on 
behalf of Parliament, government departments and federal agencies, over 
6,000 publications and periodicals reflecting the wide and diversified interests 
of Parliament and Government in this modern age. These official publica- 
tions range from leaflets of a few pages to thick bound volumes, some of 
which are on the list of the best designed books ever published in Canada. 


The Department, in its role of government publisher, has the heavy re- 
sponsibility of maintaining the highest standards of graphic and typographic 
design in the production of official printing, much of which has the dignity 
of being headed by Canada’s Coat of Arms. 


The approach of Centennial Year 1967 and of Expo ’67 created a 
greater demand for expert publishing services during the whole fiscal year. 
The Department provided guidance and technical assistance to Parliament, 
government departments and federal agencies in planning, designing, editing, 
printing and distributing their publications, with a view to achieving the best 
form of publication and the best means of distribution, particularly for the 
numerous special editions and prestige volumes, of significant complexity and 
scope, issued of the occasion of the Centennial of the Confederation of Can- 
ada. 


In general, the Department continued to apply the latest graphic art and 
copy styling techniques, maintained the normal quality and cost controls 
needed, and devoted special effort in developing the functions of its main 
operating divisions, Print Procurement, Purchasing, Production, Sales Pro- 
motion, Distribution Services and the Documents Library, described below: 


Print Procurement. This division receives all publishing requisitions 
from departments and, in consultation with the author-department concern- 
ed, establishes the selling prices and the quantities to be produced for sale. It 
maintains inventory records of priced government publications and arranges © 


for reprints as necessary. It also obtains for sale items such as copies of Na- 
tional Gallery paintings, National Gallery catalogues, slides, and publications 
of international organizations of which Canada is a member. 


Purchasing. To utilize departmental expertise in this field, the depart- 
ment has retained autonomy in the print-purchase of publications in accord- 
ance with government contract regulations. In addition, following compe- 
titive tenders, the Purchasing Division issues contracts for all manner of com- 
ponents of the graphic arts. 


Production. This division provides technical assistance to all federal 
government departments on publishing matters involving design, typography, 
production editing. Its staff prepares specifications which interpret author- 
department requisitions for the printing of their publications. It also pro- 
vides an estimating service to help in encumbering funds. 


Sales Promotion. Government bookshops are in operation in Halifax, 
Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver. The department acts 
as the exclusive sales agent within Canada for publications obtained from 
international organizations. It encourages Canadian book retailers to stock 
publications which are considered to have popular appeal. 


Distribution Services. This division operates a mail-order bookstore at 
departmental headquarters, and administers the subscriptions to government 
periodicals. It also distributes all official publications to individuals and or- 
ganizations entitled, by statute, to receive them free of charge. The division 
provides advice to other departments and agencies on addressing and mailing 
systems, maintains extensive mailing services on their behalf it desired, and 
provides a plate-embossing, parcelling or mailing service upon request. 


The Documents Library prepares a daily checklist of publications re- 
ceived for distribution, as well as monthly and annual catalogues of publi- 
cations held in stock; it also prepares a cumulated catalogue of the publi- 
cations of an individual department in co-operation with each department 
requesting this service. 
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SUPPORTING SERVICES 


Research and Development 


Research and Development is an advisory service which has been established to conduct 
studies, make plans and formulate recommendations for the development of modern 
publishing practices in the department and throughout the public service. The division 
conducts research studies into the production of existing recurring work, as well as providing 
advice on the application of new techniques to the print production and distribution of new 
titles. 

During the year, extensive studies were made of the department’s program objectives 
and framework, with a view to ensuring that its activities are carried out ona program basis 
with plans, expenditures and performance compared with objectives. Also during the year, 
the final study was forwarded to the Treasury Board Study Group established to relate 
Glassco Commission recommendations to present government publishing policy and 
guidelines. 

The division provided advice to the Canadian Corporation for the 1967 World Exhibi- 
tion, specifications for contracts in its publishing program, and scheduled publications for 
the Canadian Pavilion at EXPO. Advice was also provided to departments on the planning 
and production of their Centennial publications. 


Administrative Services 


The total staff strength of the department on March 31, 1967, totalled 228 employees, 
as compared to 205 on the same date last year. 

The staff turnover during the past year involved 57 separations and 89 appointments. 

The Administrative Services have the responsibility for the procurement of material for 
use within the department, such as stationery, office supplies, furnishings, telephones and 
office machines, and other services related to obtaining needed accommodation and 
maintenance. 


Financial Services 


The report of the Management Analysis Division of the Civil Service Commission (now 
the Public Service Commission) on departmental financial activities was received in Septem- 
ber, 1966. The 27 recommendations were reviewed, studied and generally accepted. A num- 
ber have been implemented, while others are to be further studied by a working committee 
composed of representatives of the department and a representative of the Comptroller of 
the Treasury. 


As indicated in Table I, the overall lapse amounted ot $712,602 or 15.06% of our 
total appropriation of $4,733,200. The greater part of this lapsing amount, or $647,134, 
resulted from delays incurred in the preparation of manuscripts by sponsoring departments. 
The remainder is composed of lapses in such items as professional services, freight, office 
stationery and equipment. 


Sales of publications increased from $1,948,340 in 1965/66 to $2,221,369 in 1966/67. 
Bookshop sales increased again this year (to $724,037) with mail order sales amounting to 
$1,497,332. Sales of international organization publications increased slightly, and sales of 
Canadian publications increased by $271,875. 


Revenues increased this year by $296,207, including some gains in royalties collected. 
Trends are shown in the following statistics of sales by various accounts since 1962/63:

DEPARTMENTAL ACTIVITIES 


Print Procurement Division 


This division issued 717 requisitions in order to draw publications from the Department 
of Defence Production warehouse (P.P. & S. Publications Bulk Stores) for customer depart- 
ments and to fulfil Free Distribution List requirements. 


Initial procurement and reprocurement necessary to maintain adequate stocks of Par- 
liamentary Papers required 547 printing requisitions for Chapters and Statutory Orders and 
Regulations. To meet the publishing needs of Government departments or agencies, 1724 
printing requisitions were processed, along with 894 for P.P. & S. stocks. 


The division continued its endeavours to maintain the availability of publications al- 
ready in existence by initiating reprint action indicated by consumption records, although 
priority was given to Centennial projects. However, the normal programme was hampered by 
many Centennial and Expo ’67 projects being submitted late. 


Production Services Division 


Manuscripts for a total of 2538 requisitions were processed during the fiscal year 
1966/67 in which one or more of the following services were provided to the various custom- 
er-departments: cost estimate of job, print design, copy styling, writing of job specifications, 
production follow-up and quality control inspection. Although the number of requisitions 
is slightly lower than for 1965/66, this was offset by the many large projects serviced for 
Centennial and Expo ’67.

Staff was recruited during the year to bring all sections up to strength. This increase in 
staff, along with a series of seminars on publishing to foster pre-planning of work with de- 
partments, will raise the level of effectiveness of government publishing. 


Purchasing Division 


This division obtains publications and print design services by purchase from trade 
sources. The records of the division show that during the fiscal year April 1, 1966 to March 
31, 1967, a total of 926 printing requisitions were referred for commercial procurement. 
This is a drop of 29% from the previous fiscal year: as a result, 20% fewer tenders were re- 
ceived and 15% fewer contracts were issued. (See Table below). 


Purchasing statistics also indicate that although fewer firms received contracts, the 
total value exceeded that of the previous fiscal year by almost a million dollars, or 22%. This 
situation came about by a combination of larger jobs to meet large Centennial printings, and 
an unprecedented demand for contracts which make available the services of print design, 
typographic and trade composition establishments, to customer departments in the devel- 
opment of their publication programmes. (See Table IV). 


Ontario and Quebec provinces, and particularly the Ottawa, Montreal, Toronto geo- 
graphic triangle, reflect the largest value of purchase awards. It continued, however, to be 
departmental policy to effect an equitable distribution of the work throughout Canada. A 
search of the market on a national scale was maintained and, when feasible, work specified 
for, or pertinent to a given geographical area, was directed to that area. (See Table V).

Sales and Promotion Division 


Sales of Publications 


Revenues from the sales of official publications, royalties and advertising in the Cana- 
da Gazette, reached a total of $2,287,182.00 in 1966/67, an increase of $292,548.00 over 
the previous fiscal year (including publishing service fees of $24,927.00 collected). 


Sales Promotion 


The sales promotion program was intensified during 1966/67, taking into consideration 
the various Centennial publications prepared by Government departments and agencies. Mod: 
ern publicity media were used so that business firms, educational institutions, private or- 
ganizations, officials of all levels of governments and individuals were kept informed of the 
official documents and other books and periodicals that are available. Publications were dis- 
played with success during national and international book exhibitions, including the world- 
wide Frankfurt Book Fair in Germany. 


Government Bookshops 


During the fiscal year a Government bookshop was opened in Halifax to serve the four 
Atlantic Provinces. Bookshops are in operation in Ottawa, Toronto, Montreal, Winnipeg, 
Vancouver and Halifax. They were highly successful in providing service to the public. A 
sales desk was again in operation in the Centre Block of the Parliament Buildings to provide 
service to visitors during the summer months. A highly successful sales desk is also in opera- 
tion at the National Gallery of Canada in the Lorne Building. 


Canadian Government Publications 


During this year the newly created position of Manager, Canadian Publications, was 
filled. Surveys and market studies are in progress. Both internal and interdepartmental com- 
munications have been or are being improved. Sales promotion in advertising outlets as well 
as at trade shows and conventions has been stepped up. Plans are under way to broaden our 
markets and to extend our operations in the retail agency field. 


International Organizations Publications 


The international Organizations section has been reorganized to increase its operating 
efficiency. The Queen’s Printer is the national sales agent in Canada for nineteen internatio- 
nal organizations. They are: Assembly of Western European Union, Commonwealth Econo- 
mic Committee, Council of Europe, Food and Agriculture Organization, General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, International Atomic Energy Agency, International Civil Aviation 
Organization, International Court of Justice, International Labour Organizations, Inter- 
national Telecommunications Union, New Zealand Government Publications, Organiza- 
tion of American States (Pan American Union), Organization for Economic Co-operation and 
Development, publications filmés d’art et d’histoire, UNESCO Institute for Education, 
United Nations Organization, United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion, World Health Organization, and World Meteorological Organization. 


At the request of organizations and individual citizens, preliminary plans were made to 
make available to Canadians some of the publications issued by the Governments of the 
United States, Great Britain and France. 


Cultural Publications 


To meet an increased demand for publications of a primarily cultural and artistic nature, 
a Cultural Publications section was established. This section is responsible for the sales 
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promotion and marketing of coloured reproductions, prints, greeting and postcards, art 
slides, catalogues and publications of the National Gallery of Canada, and of all other de- 


partments and agencies under the Secretary of State.

Documents Library 


The library is responsible for the following: cataloguing and assigning library classifi- 
cations to official publications emanating from Parliament, government departments and 


other federal agencies. The library produces the daily checklist, the monthly catalogues, the 


annual catalogues, the sectional catalogues, the price lists, the listing (in the monthly and 
annual catalogues) of publications of international organizations for whom the Queen’s 
Printer is the national agent and the “‘Canadian Book at the Frankfurt Book Fair in West 
Germany’’. This comprises a bibliography of federal government publications. 


Depository copies of federal government publications were processed and placed on 
the shelves. These are available for study and research, on the premises, by the public as well 
as by departmental staff. 


A member of the Documents Library section represented the department at the annual 
meeting of l’Association canadienne des bibliothécaires de langue francaise in Moncton, N.B. 
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Approximately 130 catalogue numbers are assigned to publications each month (these 
are assigned when the manuscript is received for publication); 6,434 items were listed as 
library accessions in the current fiscal year. The following statistics are given to illustrate the 
operation:

Distribution Services Division 


Circulation Section 


Periodicals Order Issue Service 


During the fiscal year, this service processed 63,350 new and renewal paid subscriptions 
to periodicals; 29,157 subscriptions to loose-leaf publications and 8,300 miscellaneous orders 
for binders, labour courses and single issues. The total sales revenue reached $499,590.00, an 
increase of $90,513.00 over the preceding year. 


In the same period, 8,404 new free subscriptions were entered as a result of requests 
made through the Daily Checklist. 


Over 4,250 replies were produced in answer to enquiries of which some 2,300 were by 
personal letter. 


Embossing Service 


The service was extremely busy throughout the year, primarily as a result of extensive 
increases in the mailing lists maintained for other departments. A total of 237,143 speed- 
aumat plates and 45,000 addressograph “‘B”’ plates were prepared, checked and filed for our 
lists, and 26,762 ““B”’ plates were embossed, checked and despatched to other agencies. 


Loose-leaf and Periodicals Stores Service 


The large number of Parliamentary Committees and the substantial numbers of new 
subscriptions for loose-leaf publications, and periodicals in general, created an extremely 
heavy workload in this area. 


During the year, the service filled over 38,000 new subscriptions and miscellaneous 
orders, hand-inserted 114,496 envelopes with loose-leaf material, prepared several hundred 
requisitions for the withdrawal of stock from bulk stores, and performed the revision opera- 
tions to keep the stocks of loose-leaf manuals in readiness for shipment. 
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Daily checklist Fulfilment Service 


During the year, 53 copies of each English-language publication and 16 copies of each 
French-language publication were shipped each day to full depository libraries. This in itself 
is a total of 13,203 orders for one year. In addition, the service handled 8,404 new free 
subscription requests, and processed for shipment 432,215 requests for miscellaneous 
publications. 


Mailing Section 


The co-operation of the National Revenue Income Tax Unit has once again enabled the 
Department of Public Printing and Stationery to give a greater service to other departments 
and agencies. The help provided on numerous occasions throughout the year is gratefully 
acknowledged. 


Machine Services Unit 


The experience gained by the many new operators acquired during the preceding year 
is reflected in the increased production as follows:

To facilitate distribution, and on behalf of other divisions, 198,625 pieces were mimeo- 
graphed and 197,180 were folded. The operator at the MacKenzie Avenue Sub-unit perform- 
ed 593,157 addressings, hand inserted and mailed 2,193,926 pieces of Customs Tariff 
material.

The foregoing represented 86,777 mail bags despatched to the Ottawa Post Office, an 
increase of 14,922 over the preceding year. 


The thousands of customs declarations prepared, the maintaining of postal cost records, 
and the substantial increase in production was far beyond the capacity of the staff of the 
Unit, and additional help had to be recruited on many occasions during the year. 


General Services 


Because of the increased production in the Stores and Machine Services, the distribu- 
tion control unit also had a busy year. Over 14,000 incoming shipments were received by 
the unit and, of this total, 3,965 receipt vouchers were prepared for the department’s 
financial services division. 


The staff of this office, with some personnel from other areas on occasion, performed 
the manual inserting and selective distribution of 5,380,977 pieces of printed matter. The 
packing unit under its control wrapped 261,430 parcels during the year, 3,937 delivery slips 
were prepared and issued for outgoing express, freight and local deliveries and 267 truck 
pick-up slips were issued. 


The Packing Unit acts to some extent as a reserve pool to help in areas where over-load 
periods may arise from time to time. It is hoped that the new packaging equipment expected 
early next year will speed up our parcelling operations sufficiently to enable further develop- 
ment of the floating pool concept, whereby selected staff members can be trained to help 
with a variety of duties as the need arises. 


Editorial Services 


Canada Gazette Office 


In the course of the calendar year 1966, 31,204 notices were published in the 53 issues 
of Canada Gazette Part I; 9,458 of these were revenue notices paid for at the rate of fifty 
cents an agate line and the remainder, 21,746, were non-revenue notices published free of 
charge for various government departments, commissions and Crown corporations, in com- 
pliance with the legal requirements of pertinent statutes and regulations. The latter account 
for approximately 70% of the 5,138 pages printed during the year, including all supplements, 
extra issues and the Annual Index. Acknowledgement form letters to advertisers, giving 
complete publishing information in each case, totalled 9,392, and personalized letters to 
legal firms, companies, chartered accountants, etc., in answer to special inquiries, totalled 
125; 66 affidavits of insertion as well as three certificates of publication were also supplied 
upon request. Invoices, with accompanying letters asking for prepayment, numbering 1090 
were also issued during the year. The 53 weekly lists of special requests for copies of the 
Canada Gazette necessitated the preparation and typing of 1040 shipping orders. 


During the same period, 575 Statutory Orders and Regulations were published in 
Canada Gazette Part II, which is issued on the 2nd and 4th Wednesdays of each month, in 
separate English and French editions. 


The 24 English editions comprised 1787 pages of text, plus an average of five pages 
each for indexes and tables of contents. Four quarterly cumulative indexes of 150 pages each 
as well as four extra issues, one of which was printed on the format of Part I and contained 
the equivalent of 116 pages of English text of Part II, were also published. The total number 
of pages thus printed in English during the year amounts to 2,628. The French counterpart 
had 1850 pages, plus 5 additional pages to each issue for indexes and tables of contents, plus 
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4 quarterly cumulative indexes of 170 pages each, plus four extra issues, for a total of 2,771 
pages, the whole adding up to a grand total of 5,399 pages for both the English and French 
regulations. 


Statutes of Canada Office 


The Statutes of Canada are printed under the authority of the Publication of Statutes 
Act, R.S. 1952, Chapter 230. The 1966/67 English and French editions, 14 — 15 — 16 Eliz. 
II were composed of 97 Public and 24 Private Statutes, representing a total of 242. With 
preliminary matter, Tables of Contents, Table of Public Statutes 1907 to 1966/67, and 
Indexes, this totalled 2,900 pages. 


Advance copies of the Public Statutes were printed separately immediately after Royal 
Assent. The total printed copies amounted to 516,475. 


Following is a summary of the sales and free distribution of the Revised and Annual 
Statutes of Canada in accordance with the Publication of Statutes Act, Chapter 230, R.S. 
1952, Section 14. No Annual Volume appeared during the fiscal year and, consequently, the 
figures quoted represent shipments to new addressees or the supply of the occasional 
replacement copy only.

Numerous meetings were held with the Department of Defence Production (CGPB) 
during the year to expedite the printing of Statutes. 


Law Reports of the Supreme and Exchequer Courts were edited and printed in nine 
and ten issues respectively. The Supreme Court Reports totalled 854 pages, and those of the 
Exchequer Court, 1,246 pages. 


Many conferences were held with the Justice and Defence Production Departments in 
order to determine an organization and a programme respecting the publication of the 
Revised Statutes of Canada. Upon request from the Justice Department, numerous samples 
of different styles and formats were supplied to the Revised Statutes Commission.
